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"V7ESH  AND  WHERE  DOES  111"  RBSPOHSIBILITY  BEGIN 
AS  A  MEMBER  III  SHE  CHURCH" 

Y/hen  and  whore  does  rny  responsibility  begin  as  a  member  in 
the  Church?  is  a  very  legitimate  question  for  us  all  to  ask  our- 
selves; and  one  which  should  be  faced  manfully,  and  frankly  an- 
swered by  all  who  have  arrived  at  accountability. 

As  1  see  and  feel  the  responsibility  resting  upon  myself, 
I  will  endeavour  to  answer  the  question,  as  my  ability  may  permit. 
Although  I  am  well  aware  of  the  fact  that:   to  an' .ver  it  as  it 
should,  or  could  b : „  it  would  necessitate  much  more  space  and  a- 
bility  than  is  at  my  command.  Therefore  I  shall  limit  myself  to  a 
few  of  the  outstanding  responsibilities  as  I  have  been  able  ta  see 
and  enjoy  them,  and  I  pray  that  what  I  may  say  will  bless  and  give 
encouragement  to  those  who  already  bear  their  part  of  the  daily 
burden,  and  portray  to  the  mind  of  the  delinquent  those  obligations 
and  responsibilities  for  which  tiey  will  be  held  accountable. 

In  our  last  number.  I  endeavoured  to  give  a  thought  on  the. 
Golden  Rule  as  taught  by  Jesus  Christ.  The  subject  before  us  is  so 
closely  interwoven  therewith,  that  it  could  well  bo  considered  as 
a  continuance  of  the  same  subject.  However,  let  us  all  recognize 
that  ability  and  responsibility  are  inseparably  connected,  and  our 
duties  in  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  commences  right  there. 

A  drone  in  th6  Church  and  Zingdom  of  God,  is  opposed  to  the 
laws  of  Heaven  and  therefore  cennot  be  tolerated  by  God.  His  word 
through  the  Prophet  John:  "And  unto  the  Angel  of  the  Church  of  the 
Laodiceans  write:  These  things  saith  the  Amen,  the  faithful  and 
true  witness,  the  beginning  of  chs  creaaon  of  Cod;  I  know  thy 
works ,  that  thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot:  I  would  thou  wert  cold 
or  hot.  So  then  because  thou  art  lukewarm,  and  neicher  crld  nor 
hot,  I  will  spue  theo  out  Df  my  mouth."  (Rev.  3:14-16.) 

Y/hen  the  lord  cannot  distinguish  between  us,  who  have  made 
covenants  with  him,  and  those  who  have  not  done  so,  we  ar6  ready 
tc  be  spued  out  of  his  mouth,  being  unworthy  to  longer  bear  his 
name , 

When  our  life  is  no  longer  a  preservatory  power  in  the 
midst  of  the  people,  calling  forth  the  mercies  of  God  upon  the 
wicked  and  indifferent,  then  we  are  no  longer  the  salt  of  the  earth. 

Wh6n  we  fail  to  be  interested  and  active  in  doing  our  part 
for  the  salvation  of  the  human  race,  we  fail  co  be  co-workers  with 
God;  and  as  there  is  no  neutral  line,  we  are  against  him,  for  He 
has  said  plainly:  "He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me;  and  he  that 
gathoreth  not  with  me  scattereth  abroad."  (Matt,  12:30.) 

It  is  sometimes  suggested  by  word  and  attitude  that  we  may 
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onjoy  the  blessings  of  the  kingdom  of  God  without  any  service. 
This  idea  is  by  no  means  supported  by  the  word  of  God.  Service  to 
God  through  our  fellow  men,  whether  living  or  dead,  is  an  essen- 
tial duty  of  all  who  take  upon  them  the  name  of  Christ. 

Men  do  not  become  soldiers  of  the  realm  for  the  purpose  of 
having  pretty  clothes  to  wear  and  food  to  eat;  or  to  be  displayed 
on  special  national  festivities;  but  all  are  there  to  do  their 
part  in  protecting  and  building  up  the  empire  to  which  they  owe 
allegiance,  and  no  slackers  ar6  allowed. 

There  is  a  real  fight  going  on  between  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  that  of  Ivilj  the  ramifications  of  which,  requires  many  and 
varied  forms  of  activity  of  those  who  have  enlisted. 

We  should  ever  be  ready  to  do  our  part  in  carrying  the  mes- 
sage of  Truth  to  others.  We  should  realize  and  assume  our  obliga- 
tions and  responsibilities  toward  God's  work,  giving  of  our  income 
to  provide  means  to  gather  and  arrange  our  geneologies,  to  spread 
the  printed  word,  to  build  our  chapels  and  our  Temples,  whore  we 
with  others  may  be  taught  and  perform  holy  ordinances  for  the  sal- 
vation of  the  living  and  the  dead,  the  keys  and  obligations  of 
which,  have  been  conferred  upon  the  Church  in  this  last  dispensa- 
tion. 

'The  care  of  the  worthy  poor,  and  the  care,  of  the  sick  and 
needy  are  obligations  and  responsibilities  which  require  our 
tithes  and  offerings. 

When  we  fail  to  do  our  part  by  not  giving  of  our  time,  tal- 
ents and  means  toward  this  great  work  of  which  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
head,  we  cut  ourselves  off  from  having  privilege  and  right  to  par- 
take of  the  fullness  of  the  victory  obtained  for  us  j n  His  great 
redemption. 

The  measure  of  our  acceptance  of  the  obligations  and  res- 
ponsibilities which  devolve  upon  those  who  desire  citizenship  in 
His  Kingdom  demonstrates  the  sincerity  of  our  love.  God  requires  us 
to  love  Him  with  all  our  hearts,  with  all  our  mind,  might,  and 
strength;  and  our  neighbour  as  ourselves. 

So  far  as  1  can  see  and  understand,  God's  work  and  plan  of 
Salvation  for  the  human  race  today  can  only  be  carried  on  in  har- 
mony with  world  economic  conditions,  which  demands  of  us  the 
equivalent  in  monetary  values  for  any  commodity  we  obtain  from 
others,  whether  the  commodity  b*j  in  the  form  of  wages,  or. land,  or 
brick  or  lumber  for  building  chapels  and  Temples,  or  for  food  and 
clothes  to  give  to  the  poor;  travelling  by  land  or  sea  the  purveyor 
has  a  right  to  demand  of  us  equivalent  in  cash. 

Our  neighbour  has  a  perfect  and  legitimate  claim  upon  us 
when  we  desire  to  obtain  blessings  from  his  labour  or  other  capital 
and  when  we  endeavour  to  evade  the  claim,  we  are  subject  to  the  law, 
and  if  we  endeavour  to  slip  into  the  Kingdom  of  God  without  doing 
the  right  thing,  God  says  we  are  thieves  and  robbers. 

If  several  m6n  put  up  a  water  "pill  for  their  farms  and  -pay 
for  its  upkeep,  shall  other  neighbours  have  full  rights  to  the  flow 
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without  duly  bearing  the  costs?  Shall  a  man  plant  an  orchard, 
tend  it  and  pay  for  its  upkeep,  and  his  neighbour  have  a  right  to 
pluck  the  fruit  with  no  obligation':,  or  responsibilities  ? 

Some  may  say:  "You  are  a  little  extreme  in  your  analogies," 
but  think  again.  Although  the  Church  does  not  expose  the  member  as 
the  farmer  or  civil  associations  might  do,  the  case  is  very  little 
different,  for  when  we  allow  some  of  our  brethren  to  bear  the  bur- 
den of  purchasing  ground,  build  meeting  houses,  and  furnish  them 
that  they  and  their  children  shall  have  a  place  in  which  to  worship 
God  and  receive  instruction,  and  to  build  Temples  in  which  Holy  or- 
dinances for  the  living  and  their  dead  may  be  performed;  or  keep 
three  thousand  sons  and  daughters  in  the  Mission  Field,  and  then  we 
partake  of  the  blessings  without  hearing  our  share  of  the  respon- 
sibilities -  we  dishonour  the  covenants  we  have  made  and  make  mock- 
ery of  our  professions,  when  we  declare:  "That  we  are  willing  to 
take  upon  us  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  and  always  remember  him  and 
keep  the  commandments  which  he  has  given  us,  that  we  may  have  his 
spirit  to  be  with  us." 

Citizenship  in  the  Kingdom  of  God,  like  all  other  kingdoms, 
demands  of  us  as  citizens  to  shoulder  the  duties  and  the  privileges 
of  citizenship  conscientiously. 

"Charity  suffereth  long  and  is  kind",  yet  it  will  not  exon- 
erate us  from  blame  when  we  fail  in  our  duty  to  God  and  our  neigh- 
bour by  omitting  to  help  carry  the  taxations  of  the  Kingdom,  whether 
it  be  an  earthly  or  heavenly  one. 

Have  faith  in  God  and  do  the  right,  and  you  will  learn  to 
your  joy  that  sacrifice  is  the  key-word  to  the  store-house  of  heaven.

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WELCOME.  PRESIDENT  WIDTSOE! 


(We  d6Sire  very  sincerely  to  associate  ourselves  with  the  Edito- 
rial published  "by  President  James  E.  Talmage  in  the  Millennial  Star 
of  December  22,  1927,  welcoming  our  new  European  Presidents:  John 
A.  Widtsoe  and  his  wife.   We  republish  same  for  the  benefit  of  the 
readers  of  the  "Cumorah  Monthly  Bulletin"  who  may  not  have  the  priv- 
ilege of  reading  the  Millennia:  Star.) 

Arrivals  and  departures  of  missionaries  are  of  frequent 
chronicle  in  our  pages,  for  these  accredited  servants  come  as  they 
ar6  called,  serve  as  appointed,  and  return  to  their  homes  when  re-: 
leased  by  the  voice  of  directing  authority.  There  is  no  distinctive 
season  for  these  movements;  the  changes  range  throughout  the  year, 
every  year,  and  continue  as  the  years  link  themselves  into  decades. 

Thus  the  personnel  of  the  missionary  army  of  the  Church  is  in 
a  state  of  constant  replacement;  yet  the  militant  service  of  bat- 
tling against  sin,  and  of  carrying  the  message  and  means  of  relief 
to  the  wounded  sinner,  the  benighted  and  deceived,  the  souls  held 
captive  by  the  false  doctrines  of  human  conjuring,  is  increasing 
success.  Traveling  missionaries,  who  constitute  the  rank  and  file  of 
the  great  system,  and  commissioned  officers,  who  consider  themselves 
as  presiding  servants  amongst  their  fellows,  are .alike  subject  to 
assignment,  and  change  therein,  in  every  field. 

The  "European  Mission"  comprises  ten  main  units,  each  desig- 
nated a  Mission  and  in  charge  of  a  Mission  President;  these  are  the 
British,  French,  Netherlands,  Swiss-German,  German-Austrian,  Norwe- 
gian, Swedish,  Danish,  Armenian,  and  South  African  Missions.  The 
President  of  the  European  Mission  has  general  and  visitatorial  jur- 
isdiction over  the  units  named,  ard  therefore  occupies  the  position 
of  a  President-General;  moreover,  he  holds  concurrently  the  office 
of  President  of  the  British  Mission, 

I t  is  now  our  great  pleasure  to  publish  what  has  already  be- 
come generally  known  among  our  members  --  that  Eider  John  A.  Widt- 
soe, of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  will  soon  be  installed 
as  President  of  the  European  Mission,  his  administration  to  begin 
with  the  dawn  of  the  new  year,  January  1st,  1928.  On  the  date  of. 
this  number  of  the  Star,  Elder  Widtsoe,  accompanied  by  his  wife, 
Sister' Leah  Dunfcrd  Widtsoe,  and  their  daughter,  Eudora,  is  nearing 
the  British  shores;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Christmas  welcome  a- 
waiting  them  will  be  the  auspicious'  beginning  of  a  long  and  happy 
sojourn  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  characterized  throughout  by 
that  high  and  particular  kind  of  joy  which  is  reserved  for  mission- 
aries who  live  and  labour  in  the  inspiriting  atmosphere . of  holy 
service . 

The  Mission  is  to  be  congra tula ted  on  the  appointment  of  a 
man  of  Elder  Widtsoe 's  capability,  capacity,  experience,  and  powers 
of  mind  and  spirit,  to  be  its  chief  executire.  None  can  doubt  that 
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the  selection  was  made  under  the  influence  of  divine  inspiration 
through  the  First  Presidency  and  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  by  whom 
action  was  taken  on  September  29th,  of  which  action  immediate  pub- 
licity was  given  through  the  home  journals.  Announcement  of  the  ap- 
pointment 7/as  made  also  from  the  Tabernacle  pulpit  in  Salt  Lake  City 
by  the-;President  of  the  Church  at  the  General  Conference  assembly  on 
October  -7th,  as  noted  in  our:  issue  of  last  week.     .  ;  .  ■   •■  ;■ 

Elder  Widtsoe  was  born  on  January  31st,  1872,  and  .•  th.erqf  ore 
is  within  a  few  weeks  of  completing  his  fifty-sixth  year;  so,  if  we 
gauge  development  by  age  he  is  now  in  the  fulness  of  maturity.  His 
advent  into  this  world  occurred  on  the  little  island  of  Frben,  near 
Trondhjem,  Norway.  Early  in  life  he  and  his  younger  brother  were 
left  fatherless;  but  his  worthy  and  capable  mother,  who  was  a  faith- 
ful member  of  the  Church,  gave  to  her  boys  such  care  and  training  as 
to  start  them  well,  and  for  a  good  way  to  accompany  them,  on-  the 
road  to  academic  and  practical  scholarship,  and  more  particularly  to 
church  activity  and  leadership,  by  which  each  of  them  has  won  dis- 
tinction. This  noble  woman  took  her  sons  to  Utah  in  1884. 

Ten  years  later  John  A.  Widtsoe  had  received  his  secondary 
education  in  the  Church  Schools, ;and  had  completed  a  collegiate 
coursein  Harvard  University ,  from  which  great  institution  he  was 
graduated  with  honours,  receiving  the  bachelor's  degree.  In  1899, 
after  a  period  of  specialized  study  and  research,  he  received  the 
degrees  of  Master  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  Gbttingen 
University,  Germany;  and  later  he  was  made  a  Doctor  of  Laws  by  both 
tlie  Utah  Agricultural  College  and  the  University  of  Utah,  after  suc- 
cessful administration  as  president  of  each  of  those  institutions. 
Dr.  Widtsoe  is  also  a  Lif e-Associat6  of  the  Victoria  Institute,  or 
Philosophical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

His  scientific  specialty  v/as  chemistry,  in  which  he  became  & 
recognized  authority,  particularly  in  agricultural  chemistry;  and  of 
his  numerous  publications  his  textbooks  on   "Dry-Farming"  and  "Irri- 
gation Practice"  are  used  in  the  colleges  and  universities  of  many 
lands.  Notwithstanding  his  eminence  as  a  man  of  research,  invention 
and  discovery  in  the  field  of  his  specialty,  Dr.  Widtsoe 's  ability 
as  an  administrator  and  leader  of  men  carried  him  to  high  places  as 
a  successful  executive,  as  already  indicated.  He  has  served  his 
country  in  consulting  capacity  on  committees  and  councils  of  nation- 
al status  dealing  with  great  projects  of  land  reclamation  and  irri- 
gation. 

Among  his  many  writings  on  theological  subjects,  "Joseph 
Smith  as  Scientist"  and  "Rational  Theology"  are  known  throughout  the 
Church.  He  has  served  long  and  faithfully  as  a  member  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Association,  of  the 
Board  of  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Utah,  and  of  the  Church  Board 
of  Education.  He  was  ordained  an  Apostle  and  was  set  apart  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  on  March  17th,  1921;  and  from  the 
beginning  of  his  service  in  this  exalted  calling  he  has  been  commend - 
ably  active  and  proficient. 
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By  disposition  kind  and  sympathetic  he  has  endeared  himself 
to  all  with  whom  and  for  whom  he  has  ministered.  Under  President 
Widtsoe's  administration  the  interests  of  the  European  Mission  will 
be  in  safe  and  capable  hands  motivated  by  a  right  heart  and  a  potent 
mi  nd . 

Equally  certain  is  it  that  Sister  Leah  Dunford  Widtsoe  will 
be  as  she  has  been,  a  help  meet  for  her  husband  in  the  great  affairs 
with  which  he  has  to  deal.  By  virtue  of  her  long  and  varied  experi- 
ence in  matters  pertaining  to  the  development  of  efficiency  among 
women  she  comes  to  us  well  prepared  for  the  duties  awaiting  her  as 
President  of  the  Relief  Society  throughout  the  European  Mission. 
Sister  Widtsoe  has  pursued  her  studies  in  the  University  of  Utah, 
the  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn,  at  Harvard,  and  at  the  Brigham  Young 
University  of  which  she  is  a  graduate  of  baccalaureate  rank. 

In  home  institutions,  both  church  and  civic,  she  has  long 
been  prominent  on  such  subjects  as  home  economics,  human  nutrition, 
and  parent-training.  She  is  the  author  of  "Labour  Saving  Devices  for 
the  Home  Farm"  and  of  numerous  articles,  outlines  and  lessons  for 
use  in:  our  Church  Schools  and  other  related  organisations.  Mrs  Widt- 
soe" shares  the  honour  of  authorship  with  her  talented  and  distinguish- 
ed, mother,  Mrs.  Susa  Young  Gates,  whose  name  is  known  for  good 
throughout  the  women's  organizations  of  the  Church,  particularly,  in 
the  production  of  the  valuable  and  fascinating  brochure,  "Women  of 
the  'Mormon'  Church",  first  published  in  1926.  Sister  Widtsoe  is  a 
grand-daughter,  through  maternal  descent,  of  Sion's  eminent  pioneer, 
organizer  and  prophet,  President  Brigham  Young,  who  was  the  immediate 
successor  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

Our  Church  members  throughout  these  Missions  may  hopefully  ex- 
pect assistance,  cooperation,  and  example  of  the  highest  order  under 
Sister  Widtsoe's  skilful  leadership  --  and  the  greatest  expectations 
will  be  realized. 

For  both  President  and  Sister  Widtsoe  we  bespeak  the  fullest 
and  most  cordial  support  from  the  missionaries  and  resident  members 
alike;  and  this  we  do  with  a  confidence  born  of  joyous  and  deeply 
appreciated  experience.

He  was  a  type  of  that  class  of  human  beings  who  seek 
to  exalt  self,  and  forget  or  ignore  the  fact  that  the  glory  for  all 
human  achievement  belongs  to  the  Giver  rather  than  to  the  receiver 
of  the  power  whereby  every  good  and  great  work  is  accomplished.  The 
world  is  full  of  such  characters  —  men  who  know  not  God,  who  never 
take  him  into  account,  nor  givc.  him  the  least  credit  for  the  ability 
with  which  he  has  endowed  them,  and  the  success  that  comes  from  its 
exercise.  "I  did  it— -I',T.  Such  is  the  burden  of  their  song 

Nebuchadnezzar  was  neither  the  best  nor  the  worst  of  men.  He 
had  good  qualities,  was  a  valiant  warrior,  and  possessed  powers 
which  the  Almighty  saw  fit  to  use  in  the  working  out  of  some,  of  his 
wise  purposes.  Ho  was  as  a  hammer  to  beat  down  other  nations,  to 
hvmble  even  the  chosen  people-  and  punish,  them- for  their  sins.  The 
burden  of  the  warning  given  by  Jeremiah  the  prophet  to  Sedekiah, 
king  of  Judah,  was  that  he  should  bend  his  neck  tc  the  ycks  of  the 
Lord's  "servant"  Nebuchadnezzar.  If  he  obeyed,  all  should  be  well 
with  him;  but  if  disobedient,  calamity  should  overwhelm  him  lie 
chose  to  disobey,  and  was  captured  in  flight,  his  sons  were  slain 
before  his  eyes,  and  his  eyes  were  then  put  out,  and  he  was  carried 
captive  to  Babylon. 

Then  came  ITebuchadne zzar'S  turn  to  be  humiliated.  Because  of 
his  illustrious  achievements,'  he  had  become  heady  and  high-minded. 
Puffed  up  with  pride  and  self -sufficiency,  he  uttered  the  vainglori- 
ous boast  with  which  this  article  begins,  What  followed,  "While  the 
word  was  in  the  king's  mouth,  there  fell  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying, 
0,  king  Nebuchadnezzar,  to  thee  it  is  spoken:  the  kingdom  is  depart- 
ed from  thee.  And  they  shall  drive  thee  from  men,  and  thy  dwelling 
shall  be  with  the  beasts  of  the  field:  they  shall  make  thee  to  eat 
grass  as  the  oxen,  and  seven  times  shall  pass  over  thee,  until  thou 
know  that  the  Most  High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men.  and  giveth  it 
to  whomsoever  he  will. 

That  same  hour  the  decreed  punishment  began.  The  king  of 
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Babylon  was  smitten  with  a  strange  malady,  which  caused  him  to  im- 
agine himself  a  beast  of  the  field.  He  was  separated  from  his  kind, 
he  ate  grass  like  the  ox,  and  his  nails  grew  until  th6y  resembled 
birdt;"  claws.  But  the  Lord  was  merciful  to  the  fallen  monarch,  and 
after  he  had  been  sufficiently  humbled,  his  health  returned  and  his 
kingdom  was  restored  to  him.  Repenting  of  his  pride  and  vanity,  "he 
praised  and  honored  Him  that  liveth  forever  and  ever....  who  doeth 
according  to  his  will  in  the  army  of  heaven,  and  among  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  earth. ...  and  thoc  :  that  walk  in  pride  he  is  able  to 
abase. " 

A  lesson  this,  that  all  can  profit  by.  1 1  is  unseemly  to  boast 
of  what  we  have  accomplished,  or  to  call  attention  to  it,  directly  or 
indirectly.  Lust  of  praise  is  an  unhealthy  appetite,  and  self-laud- 
ation anything  but  admirable.  God,  not  man,  should  be  glorified. 
Whatever  we  do  worth  doing,  whatever  we  say  worth  saying,  is  by  means 
of  the  power  that  Deity  has  given,  and  to  Deity  the  honor  is  due.  He 
demands  it  from  us,  not  for  any  petty  reason,  but  because  it  is  best 
that?  we  render  it--  best  for  ourselves  that  we  show  gratitude  and  ap- 
preciation. For  a  similar  cause  we  are  commanded  to  love  our  ene- 
mies --  for  our  own  sake,  since  hatred  embitters  the  soul  and  retards 
spiritual  development.  The  lord  requires  us  to  worship  him,  because 
it  lifts  our  thoughts  and  feelings  to  a  higher  plane  than  they  would 
occupy  if  the  creature,  in  lieu  of  the  Creator,  were  the  object  of 
our  adoration. 

Elders  of  Israel!  We  are  in  the  lord's  work,  but  that  does  not 
mean  that  the  Lord  is  dependent  upon  us.  We  are  dependent  upon  him, 
and  without  him  can  do  nothing.  We  are  in  the  lord's  service  but  we 
are  not  doing  his  work.  The  Lord  is  doing  his  own  work,  and  using  men 
as  his  instruments.  He  has  trodden  the  wine-press  alone,  and  no  flesh 
can  glory  in  his  presence,  or  be  able  to  say,  of  any  portion  of  his 
work,  "I  did  it."  Nebuchadnezzar  learned  this  lesson  --  learned  it 
through  sorrow  and  tears.  Let  us  learn  it  in  a  better  way  --  by 
hearkening  to  the  word  of  Him  who  has  said,  that  against  none  is  his 
an£  -,x   kindled  save  those  who  will  not  keep  his  commandments  and  ac- 
knowledge his  hand  in  all  things.
